This amendment responds to the Office Action dated December 23, 2002 (Paper 
No. 5). Please amend the above-noted application as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please replace claims 1,11 and 12 as follows: 

1 . (Amended) A polarizing device useful for polarizing a piezoelectric material 
having two surfaces in high-temperature gas, the polarizing device comprising: 

temperature-raising portion for raising the temperature of the piezoelectric material 
to a temperature required to polarize the piezoelectric material; and 

a constant-temperature bath having an atmosphere of gas that is kept at the required 
temperature, the constant-temperature bath incorporating a polarizing portion for polarizing
